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THEIR HOPES RISING 


Railroads Gradually Break- 


ing the Blockade. 


SOME RESISTANCE AT OAKLAND 


Through Trains Running All Bay 


Throughout Northern 


California. 


. 
SAN FKAHCIBCO, July 14.— Tonight the 


hopes of the Southern Pacific managers 
are rising. Aided by the strong-armed 
federal government, they are gradually 
gaining the mastery over the American 
.Kail way Union. The strikers, however, 
are not giving up without a desperate 
struggle, and the end is not yet in 
sight. 


Though passenger trains have been 


running throughout Northern California 
since early this morning, it cannot 
truly be said that the 
blockade is 


broken. The trains that are running 
have been moved under cover of the 
military. 
Notwithstanding the pres- 


ence of these armed guards, und the 
military force of 1,000 men, scattered 
through the railway yards of the Oak- 
land mole, the strikers succeeded iu 
frequently interrupting traflic at that 
point. 
About noon a mob of 200 strikers 


stopped the Oakland suburban train at 
Goou street and attempted to pull the 
non-union 
lireman 
from* the cub. 


Prompt police interference prevented a 
delay of more than ten minutes. Later 
in the day another crowd numbering 
fully COO strikers gathered ut Seventh 
street and slopped the first freight train 
that waa started out. The iiou-union 
lireman was dragged from tho locomo- 
tive. He was rescued from the mob by 
police officers, and Roberta, tho local 
B resident of the American Railway 


itioii, escorted him back to tlie locomo- 


tive. 
Again tho molJ interfered, and 


the engineer abandoned his couirudu 
and pulled on to the next siding. The 
fireman was budly punished by tho 
strikers. 


In the early evening strikers stalled 


another train that had been taken from 
the yards under the escort of two com- 
panies of artillery, one marching on 
either side. Tho mob ran far ahead and 
piled boards and stones upon the track. 
At Sixteenth street they succeeded in 
cutting the Iroin in two. It was several 
hours bofore the trainmen could bu got 
out of their predicament, but diepitu all 
this disorder, tho railroad officials sue- 
cecdcd in moving nearly nil of the local 
niwsengor trains on time. 


A through passenger train from LOB 


Angeles, the first since the strike was 
inaugurated, arrived in the morning. 
On Uiat train was n party of eastern 
tourists in a Pullman coach who had 
been sidetracked for over two weeks ut 
Mojavc, surrounded by tho hot siuids of 
the Mojiivo deeerl. The New Orl'juns 
express was uluo diepatuhcd for Lou 
Angeles ut noon. Tho evening train for 
1^09 Angeles, overland train via Ogden, 
am! Oregon express were not sent out. 
The overland train was dispatched for 
Ogdfii iroui Sacramento, however. Only 
thirty passengers, Urn of whom were 
women, were on board. Other passim- 
gor tiains left Sacramento almost on 
schedule time, but no trains were run 
without military escort. 


In Sacramento tho exciting event of 


the day wus* the arrest of Harry Knox, 
lender of thu strikers ut that point, for 
conspiracy In connection with thu wreck 
horror at thu trestle just west of Sacra- 
mento. Warrants tire also out for the

mittCO on similar charges. Knox was 
taken to Woodland nnd in default of 
j#tj,000 bail, thrown Into jail. He In- 
sists he ifl innocent of the crime chanted

company has effected his arrest to break 
his Influence with the strikers. This 
afternoon it was published that a con- 
fession hud been mudo by Worden, the 
striker under arrest as the principal in 
tho perpetration of the crime nt the 
trestle. The alleged 
confession said 


that Worden 
implicates Knox und 


others for whom warrants have been 
issued. 


The Southern Pacific Company bus 


issued a circular announcing the open- 
ing of its oillcus for thu sale of tickets 
overland via Ijoa Angeles. It is stilted, 
however, for the time being, that trains 
will not be run on the Northern Cali- 
fornia route at night time. To avoid 
possible disaster, when darkness comes 
on, trains will be sidetracked until 
morning. 


A small bridge was burned this morn- 


ing on the coast division, presumably by 
the strikers, und trullic north of San 
Jose was delayed several hours pending 
repairs. 


Aa yet the railroad company has been 


able to move but little freight. Some 
idea of the loss to the fruit industry on 
account of tho blockade is offered in 
estimates made by leading fruit men. 
They estimate that at the present time 
100 cnr loads of green fruits should bo 
shipped daily to the east from Northern 
California, dome of the fruit that can- 
not bo shipped is being dried, but the 
loss will necessarily bo great. 


At Los Angeles, where the strike is as 


good as over, the Southern Pacific 
superintendent line posted a notice that 
no more men are wanted. 
. In San Francisco, at the coast division 
headquarters, a black list containing 
the names of 
about 
forty leading 


strikers has been posted. The other 
strikers will be taken back, it is said. 


At San Jose, where 
considerable 


violence baa been done, nono of the 
strikers will be taken back. 


In Oakland nnd Sacramento the ques- 


tion ol returning to work is not yet 
under discussion. 


WEST OAKLAND, July 14.— An attempt 


was made at 8 o'clock tonight to wreck 
the train from Berkeley to tlie pier. 
The train conaittcd of time couches in 
charge of Conductor Cole. The train 
had about fifty passengers and half a 
•lozen deputies aboard. As the train 
beared Emeryville the engineer saw an 
obstruction on tho track and reversed 
1.1 e lever, stoppini: the train within ten 
fci \ o£ a pile of ties. 


FIRE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


Two Little Boys Burned to a Crisp 


In the Ru'mc. 


small dwellings und two human lives 
were destroyed by a fire that broke out 
before noon 
today. Nearly all tlio 


buildings on the block bounded bj 
Broadway, Lea von worth, Jones and 
Glover streets were wiped out of exist- 
ence. These houses were the liomen o< 
poor families, some of whom lost every- 
thing. 
Tho total property loss ia esti- 


mated at $50,000. After the fire, two 
little sons of Mrs. K. Leidecker, one 
aged 2 and the other 4 years, were miss- 
ing. LattTtlus afternoon their bodies 
were found burned to a crisp in the 
ruins.

This 
evening as a switch engine with several 
regulars aboard was passing Front 
street, Baylor, who was sitting in front 
of the police headquarters through the 
courtesy of the chief of police, lustily 
shouted "scab" at the engineer.

under arrest. Ho was escorted to the 
guard house, where he will bo detained 
mtii his preliminary examination in 
tho police court.

FASTEST WARSHIP AFLOAT. 
The Cramps Earn a $400,000- 


Bonus for the Minneapolis. 


liosTON, July 14. — -That America lias 


.he fastest warship afloat was again 
demonstrated today, when tho 
new 


Jnited States cruiser Minneapolis re- 
turned to her moorings this afternoon 
after a trial trip of thirty-eight nautical 
uilus with the proud -distinction of 
jeing the fastest warship afloat, her 
average speed per hour for the trip 
being 23.05. The course- was from Cape 
Ann to Cape Porpoise nnd return. The 
uvcruge speed for the first half of tho 
;ourse WHS 22.90. The time consumed 
n making the turn was eighteen min- 
utes and tbirty-fourseconds. Tlio avcr- 
ige Sliced of the great vessel on the re- 
turn trip was 23.20. Tlie greatest aver- 
age speed attained was 25.42, which was 
kept up for over seven miles. The. con- 
tract required the Minneapolis to make 
21 nautical knots per hour, and for each 
quarter knot above that figure the 
Cramps were to receive $50,000, so that 
today's performance of the Minneapolis 
mado them $400,000 richer. The day 
and elements were all favorable to the 
queen of the ecus, and not u single acci- 
dent or mishap of any kind happened to 
mar tlio trip of the fastest warship on 
tho sens. 


BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 


A Bill by Springer to Create a 


National Board. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.— Rcpresentii- 


Springer of Illinois has introduced a 
bill to create a national board of arbi- 
tration, which follows the main fea- 
tures 
and suggestions of President 


Cleveland's message in 18SB. The board 
is to be part of the department of jus- 
tice, and is to consist of three members 
appointed by the President, and two ap- 
pointed by the commissioner of labor, 
f ho members shall hold office for six 
years at a salary of $£>000. They are to 
bo empowered to settle controversies 
between tho railroad or other compa- 
nies engaged in the transportation of 
property or passengers among states or 
to foreign nations and their employes, 
which differences may hinder the trans- 
portation 
of property, passengers or 


mails 
It is proposed the board shall 


have the power to investigate all differ- 
ences, whether culled upon or not, and 
report to the I'rtjsidcnt.

The House Committee Agree 


on a Plan 


FOB, A SETTLEMENT OF DEBTS 


1'imo Fixed at Fifty Years— Inter- 


est at the llato of Three 


Per Cent. 


WASHIXUTON, July 14. — The house 


committee on Pacific railroads has 
reached a practical agreement on the 
plan for a settlement of the debts of the 
Central and Union Pacific. The bill 
which will be reported to the house will 
K iu the main features tho one in- 
troduced by Chairman 
Reilly, with 


some important amendments. 
The 


time for the settlement of the debt to 
he government is fixed at fifty years, 
semi-annual payments in lieu of it to be 
made. -Interest at the rate of three per 
cent per annum. According to the plan 
.he first mortgage bands amounting to 
$05,000,000 will be paid as they mature* 
bearing the property of debts on which 
t is paying six per cent; the sinking 
und, now amounting to $18,000,000, 
will be devoted to paying tho llrst 
mortgage. 


The government Hen, which will be- 


come the first lien under the plan, will 
Iraw interest at 3 per cent, the princi- 
pal being paid in graduated BOini-an- 
lual payments through a period of fifty 
'ears. The period of 50 years is a re- 
duction of one-half of the time origin- 
ally proposed in the bill. Members of 
.he committee tnade a stand for govern- 
nent ownership, taking the position 
leld by the California members of 
congress, Maguire and Geary. 
Their 


views did not gain thu support which 
.hey might have if it had seemed clear 
hat the railroads would become paying 
troperty in the bands of the- govern* 
uent. Under the bill, however, the 
government will foreclose if the corpora- 
ions fail to meet their payments.

HOW FRUIT SHOULD BE CURED 


Care Necessary in Picking, Cutting 


and Sulphuring. 


EDITOH RKWBLICAN :— Much lias beeh 


written and spoken against the former 
slipshod methods of curing und packing 
raisins ia California, and It has un- 
doubtedly caused the 
growers 
and 


packers to use more care, and has im- 
proved the product accordingly. Some 
growers are very careless in the manner 
in which they pick, dry and cure their 
tree fruits. The plan of shaking or 
knocking the fruit from the trees is 
especially u bad one. The fruit is more 
or less bruised in striking the ground, 
and some unripe fruit is apt to be gath- 
ered. Bruised or unripe fruit will dry 
darker than solid or ripe fruit, and IB 
really unfit to eat. The bruised spots 
arc very quickly attacked by decay, and 
decay breeds worms. 


Fruit, when cut for drying, should be 


cut clear apart, not torn, nor left with 
the two halves connected by a piece of 
skin like the Siamese twins. 
Such 


fruit requires two bites, which takea 
time and provokes profanity. The fruit 
when cut should bo quickly sulphured 
For about an hour, and the trays stacked 
before the fruit is dry enough to be put 
in the sweat box. To make the labor 
less expensive the 
fruit 
should be 


graded before being cut, that the small 
Emit which dries more quickly than the 
large may be spread on trays by itself. 


Bright, evenly-cured fruit, free from 


over or under-ripe pieces and Hats, us 
the twin pieces are termed, is without 
doubt worth more than a carelessly pre- 
pared article, and buyers are fast dis- 
criminating in its favor.

liall yesterday afternoon. 


John U Kelly, temporary chairman, 


called the meeting to order and intro- 
duced W. H. Hodgkin as the president 
of the society, with a request that he 
preside. This was done, aud W. D. 
Noble acted as secretary. L. L. Cory 
was seated on tlio platform in the capac- 
ity of legal adviser. 


The president promptly announced 


that this was a regular stockholders' 
meeting, and asked that all persons who 
were not stockholders 
should rise. 


About twenty did so, and were told 
they would be welcomed in the ranks of 
the stockholders if they would sign the 
roil: otherwise only stockholders were 
entitled to be present. The majority of 
those appealed to left the hall, but a few 
remained and signed the roll. In all, 
the new iiamea added were nearly 100.

Tbc indications are that tlie Samiers 


lorgery trial will follow many recont 
precedent*, and the jury will be unable 
to Agree on n verdict. This impression 
is derived larncly from tbe fart that, 
»fter a consultation of seven hours they 
reported tbal they had not reached a de- 
cision. 


Wfltrict Attorney Church began the 


closing address for the prosecution at 9 
a.m., and opoke fur about an hour and a 
half. He took up the arguments of Mr. 
Short and methodically dissected them. 
He claimed that Mr. Short's comparison 
of the Wootton with the Decker case 
failed. In the Decker case the missing 
person turned up within two weeks, hut 
not king has ever been heard of Wootton 
during nearly eis months.

Wuotton case there were ^interests in- 
volved and ttiree men-had absolutely 
dropped out of existence. No parallel 
case could he found by lawyers in their 
books or by the people in their records 
at borne or in the newspapers.

and that the defendant at the time 
knew Uie same to be a false and forpod 
draft, then it was their duty to convict, 
otherwise to acquit. 
The intent to defraud is « material 


element in Ihe crime of forgery. When- 
ever such intent ia presumed, then col- 
lateral facta are admissible as tending to 
show such guilty knowledge. It is suf- 
iickmt if defendant passed the draft 
with guilty knowledge. 


The court proceeded to inform the 


jury that there had been no testimony 
in this case of any one seeing the de- 
fi'iulanl forge the draft. The evidence 
in the vase is circumstantial only. But 
the proof limy bo arrived at by a scries 
of other facts, which in the relation of 
cause and effects tend to establish proof. 


The advantage of circumstantial evi- 


dence is that it usually consists of proof 
by distinct witnesses of distinct fact?. 
The disadvantage is that » greater num- 
ber of fact8 have to be weighed, and 
without great care there nmy be n 
wrong deduction as to the main fact. 
All inferences must, therefore be fair 
and natural. It is not sufficient that 
there ia a probability of guilt; there 
must be a reasonable and moral cer- 
tainty, and it the circumstances cnu be 
explained on a theory of the defendant's 
innocence, he imiat be given the benefit, 
Whenever a fact is not established be- 
yond doubt the inference must be dis- 
carded aa not proven. The circum- 
stances taken together must be of a con- 
clusive nature and tendency, leading to 
the conclusion that the defendant, and 
no one else, was guilty of the offense 
charged. 


There is nothing in the nature of cir- 


cumstantial evidence that renders it less 
reliable if baaed on creditable testi- 
mony than direct evidence. It is sulfi- 
cieiit if proved 
beyond 
reasonable 


doubt, and circumstantial evidence is 
looked on as favorably by the law as 
direct evidence. 


Reasonable doubt is not a mere possi- 


ble doubt. It is that state of mind 
which, after comparison and fair con- 
sideration leaves in the mind of the 
jury a moral doubt of the wurth of the 
charge. 


There must be this certainty before a 


reasonable doubt can be excluded. It 


mat be such certainty aa would justify 
man in ncting in matters of the high- 


est importance. 
It is euch H degree 


of truth as produces conviction -in an 
unprejudiced mind. 


In this cose the 
piosecutiou en- 


deavored to introduce certain evidence 
in regard to William Wootton leaving 
liis home. Such evidence is only al- 
lowed to be introduced to ascertain 
whether the defendant entered into the 
matter with intent to defraud. 


A person ig presumed to be living un- 


less not heard of for seven years, or un- 
ICFE competent evidence establishes be- 
yond reasonable doubt that he is dead. 
It would not be enough that the jury 
did not believe that William Wootton 
did not sign the check; they must be 
convinced that the defeudnnt signed it, 
or fraduleutlyjpaPBed it after it had been 
signed. 


The fact that the defendant did not 


take the stand must not be allowed to 
operate to hie prejudice and the jury 
should not take into consideration any 
thing the prosecution had etated they 
expected to prove. The only evidence 
lo be considered was that admitted to 
Lhe record of the court. 


The jury retired at 11.45 a m. 
About three o'clock in the afternoon 


the jury returned into the courtroom 
and asked Judge Webb forcerlain infor- 
mation about the testimony given by 
Chambers. This was the witness who 
*filified. positively to seeing Wootton on 
February 12lh in San Fnmeieco, eleven 
lays after he is supposed to have been 
nurdered or made away with. The iu- 
brmution wns furnished and the jury 
retired. 


At 0 p. m. they reported that they had 


lot come to any agreement at that time, 
and were looked up for the night. 
The 


sounds of a pretty noisy discussion were 
ic-ard without dim UK the evening, and 
it is fully expected that the jury is 
"hung."

Sheriff Scott Explains Why Mr. 


Powers Was Kept Out. 


Sheriff Scott was ecen yesterday in 


regard to the removal of A. II. Powers 
jy deputies from the space within the 
ropes at the depot last Friday afternoon 
while the overland train from the eolith 
was at the station. Mr. Powers is a re- 
jorter on the Kventng Expositor, and 
was removed to outside of the ropes. He 
complains 
of his treatment. When 


Sheriff Scott was ueked concerning the 
matter he said: 


"The orderd were to admit no one 


within the ropes except oflicera of the 
aw, passengers with tickets, or persons 
with passes front Division Superin- 
tendent Frar-icr. Soon after the arrival 
jf the train Mr. Powers walked inside 
the forbidden space. Many of the rail- 
road boys fin whim in there, and as they 
were forbidden tu enter, and as they do 
not like him ativway. they demanded of 
the deputies that they treat all alike, 
and make him go out 


"Two deputies asked him if he had a 


pass. lie paid he had not, but knew 
what he was in there for and would 
leave as soon aa he had accomplished 
liis purpose. They requested him to 
;et a pass from Mr. Frazier. He re- 
plied that ho had iiot time, but would 
come and see me and get n paaa from 
me. The deputies answered that that 
would be all right, and hecamu to mu 
and told me hia story. I told him that 
there were no persons within the ropus, 
except officers or people with pauses, 
and 1 hud given orders that none others 
should come in. Mr. Powers replied 
that there were a lot of bankers inside 
the ropes 
I told him that they were 


deputies. He then became indignant, 
and said: 
'You refuse, mo a pass, 


thenT" I said yes, unless Mr. Frazter 
said it waa all right. 


"I then told htm that there was noth- 


ing to learn on the inside, and hu could 
eel no notes, and that all he wanted was 
to he seen, lie said be wanted to talk 
with the guard. 
1 informed him of the 


impossibility of this, as the guard had 
orders to speak to no one, and I had 
•jiven orders that no one ehould be al- 
lowed to apeak to them. With that lie 
left me, and 1 understand that when be 
again refused or failed to secure a pass 
from Mr, Krarier, the deputies removed 
him beyond the lines. 


"Some minutes later 1 SAW two or 


three reporters at the further cud of the 
train, and learning that some oiiicer had 
tt'lmitted them, 1 sent my brother to 
hunt for Mr. Powers, and tell him that 
he also might remain, since other re- 
porters were inside. 
I suppost'c thitt 


Mr. Powers was then outeidn; at Rny 
rate, the word never reached him. That 
was all there was in it. 
The drputit'S 


h;t<l obeyed orders, and Mr. Powers \v:i8 
only uii« <>f many who were exi.lu'iud."

Three Through Trains Ar- 


rived Yesterday. 


THE STIUKK 
IS ABOUT 
OVER. 


Military Escorts Still Kent OH the 


Trains—Trouble Along: 


the Itoiul. 


The embargo which baa been upon the 


freight anil passenger trallic throughout 
this valley for tlio past seventeen daya 
baa nt hiet been niiseJ. Three through 
train?, two from the south and one from 
tbe north passed through Fresno yester- 
day. Tbe trains all hail Fullmuna at- 
tached and all carried heavy loads ol 
paseeiigcrs, all undoubtedly very anx- 
ious to reach their destination. 


The trains were all manned by regular 


crews. The men along Hie line seem to 
be anxious to go back to work. Nearly 
every man that runs out of I'resno re- 
ported for work to Superintendent Fra- 
aler yesterday morning. 
A very large 


majority of the employees at Bakersliehi 
also reported for work yesterday morn- 
ing to Assistant Division Superintendent 
U. F. Whitmer, who is in charge there. 
Mr. Praetor predicted that all trains 
including freight trains, would probably 
be running on ecliedule time by Mon- 
day. 


' Train No. 20, northbound, arrived on 
time yesterday morning at 8:45. Tbe 
ropes were again stretched across the 
yard, as the day before, to keep out 
those who were attracted there merely 
by cariosity. 


Tlie train was accompanied by a mili- 


tary escort of ten men from company G 
of tbe National Guards of Bakersfield, 
under command of the firet lieutenant. 
They accompanied the train as far as 
Merced, and from that place company 
II took it through to Oakland mole. 


Train No. 1!), EouLlibouud, arrived 


several hours late. The regular time ia 
5:20, but it did not get here until 7:30. 
This is the first through train from the 
north tlut has arrived since the strike 
was inaugurated. It carried a heiivj 
mail and a good load of passengers. Tlie 
train waa guarded by a squad of thirty 
men from Company G, In command of 
Captain Cook, who took tlie southbound 
train from linkerslield to Oakland Fri- 
day, .iiitl aa ho returned lm picked uj) 
bis squad of ten men at Merced who 
took No. 20 down in the morning. Tbe 
boys presented a very soldierly appear- 
ance as they paced their beats up and 
down tlio side of the train. They were 
dusty-looking fellows, apparently hav- 
ing seen real eervice.

They took charge of the 
train ut Bukerefield and went tlirougli 
to Oakland. 


One of the passengers who stopped off 


at Fresno speaks in very glowing terms 
of the way Captain Byrnes mustered tbe 
situation at liakeralield. lie eays the 
strikers were very abusive to both 
passengers 
and 
militiamen. 
They 


cursed and abused almost beyond toler- 
ation. 
They 
approached 
Captain 


Byrnes and informed him that they 
would not let tho Pullman cars no out 
without trouble. Byrnes bad only ten 
men at lm back, but be knew what they 
lacked in numbers waa made up in 
nerve, and he politely informed the 
strikers that the Pullmans would go 
out, even if there was trouble, as lie did 
not intend to let them scare him. Tlie 
train pulled out unmolested. 


While the train waa pat-ping a point 


two miles south of Delniio at 8 o'clock, a 
rock was thrown through the Pullman 
sleeper by Fred Mathewe, a young man 
19 years of age. There were a number 
of passengers in the car, hut no one was 
struck by the missile. The train was 
immediately brought to a stop and a

captured after a short chase and put 
under guard. This train passed tlie 
south bound train at Goshen, where 
the prison* T waa turned over to Captain 
Cook, who took him to Biikeretield, 
Mathews lives at Delano and lias not a 
very good reputation. The crime be 
committed is a very serious offense and 
it will probably go hard with him.
